This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a DIA/CIA  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.

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SUMMARY 


Vilnyus  Army  Barracks  is  located  4 kilo- 
meters (km)  north  of  the  center  of  Vilnyus 
and  west  of  the  Viliya  River  (Figure  1).  There 
is  a direct  road  connection  with  Vilnyus  Military 
Barracks  Viliya  River  (BE  No 
1 km  south. 

This  partially  secured  military  area  covers 
approximately  145  acres  and  contains  25  bar- 
racks, 4 administration  buildings,  12  support 
buildings,  1 motor  vehicle  maintenance/storage 
building,  and  36  storage  buildings  (Figures  2 

DESCRIPTION  OF 

Road  Service 

The  installation  has  access  to  primary 
and  secondary  roads  leading  from  Vilnyus. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  4 administration  build- 
ings, 25  barracks,  and  11  miscellaneous  sup- 
port buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  36  storage  buildings  and 
1 probable  security  building. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H is  reported  to  be  a major  vehicle 
overhaul  and  repair  area.  This  cannot  be 
confirmed . 


and  3).  A major  vehicle  overhaul  and  repairs 
plant  is  reported  to  be  located  just  north  of 
the  barracks  area;  however,  this  cannot  be 
confirmed  or  negated.  There  is  unidentified 
track  activity  in  a large  area  between  the 
installation  and  the  Viliya  River. 

Five  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  photography  covered  the  area  between 
May  1962  and  September  1964.  Comparative 
analysis  reveals  no  significant  changes  in  this 
installation. 

INSTALLATION 

Equipment  Stora ge/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  one  350-  by  60-foot  vehicle 
maintenance/storage  building. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  oval  track  and  contains  a 
fieldhouse. 

Small -Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L,  1.5  km  west,  is  a 1,600-  by  120- 
foot  small -arms  firing  range.  The  range  is 
divided  into  5 sections:  1 is  600  feet  long, 

2 are  300  feet  long,  and  2 are  200  feet  long. 

Unidentified  Facilities  or  Track  Activity 

Area  T contains  unidentified  tracking,  pos- 
sibly associated  with  the  reported  motor  vehicle 
plant . 
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
